DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 1-68 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims as currently presented are allowed because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof could be found, which disclose, suggest or teach, the 
recited features of Independent claims 1 , 17, 32 & 45. The prior art fails to disclose or 
teach, selecting one of a plurality of player input displays, the one player input display 
corresponding to the one game related to the first game display, causing the second 
display unit to display the selected one of the player input displays; receiving player 
input data associated with the selected one of the player input displays and with the one 
game via the touch screen unit, after causing the second display unit to display the 
selected one of the player input displays, causing the second display unit to display the 
selected other of the player input displays, as required by the independent claims 1,17, 
32 & 45. 

Wells et al. (US Patent Publication 2003/0064784) discloses a gaming machine 
with a multiple display unit, wherein the first display unit displays the game play and the 
second display unit displays plurality of player input for the game play. However, 
considering the affidavit 37 C.F.R 1 .131 filed by the applicant which provides a 
notebook disclosing the invention in 1999, and an invoice from Miller Dial for purchase 
of the parts in 2001 to construct the device, the examiner assumes that the applicant 
was working on the invention during the two years gap. Therefore based on the

applicant's assertion, the reference is overcome. Thus claims 1-68 are allowed over 
Wells etal.
